United States Herbert Hoover 
as chief speaker, Morris dam in 
the San Gabriel canyon, built 
by the city of Pasadena, was 
formally dedicated last Satur- 
day before a throng that includ- 
ed hundreds of civic officials 
and engineers of the southland. 


Standing above the great structure 


the people looked down upor^a nar- 
row lake that has formed behind the 
barrier, a beautiful body of water, 
the first to.be retained in this can- 
yon, and the people also witnessed 
the first turning of this water into 
the pipe-lines. that carry it eighteen 
miles to the city of Pasadena's res- 
ervoir. Reports from Engineer Mor- 
ris were to the effect that it took 
the water nineteen hours to pass this 
distance. 


Behind the darn are nine thou- 


sand acre feet of water. The rains 
of this last winter impounded twen- 
ty-two thousand acre feet behind 
this barrier, but a major portion of 
it has been released to flow down 
the canyon and percolate into the 
gravels of the basin to replenish the 
wells of the ranchers.

Project Resumes 


in Two Shifts 


Last Rites Held for

Sixty-seven men started work on 


Tuesday to finish the laying of the 
Covina sewer mains under the new 
SERA set-up, and two shifts will be 
maintained until the project is com- 
pleted, local officials revealed yes- 
terday. 


These shifts are being increased 


to 131 men each today (Friday), 
which will constitute a crew of 261 
men at work until the mains are 
laid. The men are drawn from all 
portions of the Pomona district. 


Of these men there are forty Co- 


vina men at work, including men 
brought back from the federal pro- 
ject in Dalton canyon. It was point- 
ed out that the SERA is not an em- 
ployment organization, but is oper- 
ating from the standpoint of welfare 
needs. Those with the most family 
nearest to the borderlines of need 
are the ones selected for this work. 


Covina city engineer Glenn Craw- 


ford said yesterday that San Ber- 
nardino road will be completed by 
Saturday night, with all sewer mains 
laid, the road resurfaced in maca- 
dam over the ditches, and the street 
back to normal for Sunday traffic.

The Illustrated Daily News says that after

Gold bracelet labels identify cord 
suitable for long-life appliances, 
such as the more expensive irons, 
and blue marks tested and guaran- 
led for use with toasters, percolators 
and other portable heating applian-

Then, too, there are eurricuiar and 


college entrance requirements which 
have to be removed before a complete 
program can be put into practice. 
After aii tiiose who object to what 
ihey i^rm "fads and frills" in the 
schools inusi be numbered among 
the major influences retarding the 
progressive program. 


The factor of rriL-nta! health is giv- 


en consideration in the more pro- 
gressive schools. We are told upon 
good authority that 17 per cent of 
the population is being treated for 
iiieatal ailments. Definite accomplish- 
ments are necessary for mental 


' health, and each child should have- 


this opportunity, regardless of abil- 
ity. 
Only a progressive, diversified 


program can possibly meet the de- 
mands of a diversified group of pu- 
pils. The only chance for some to 
get such satisfaction is in the special 
subjects, 
or 
accomplishments in 


which they have talent. The funda- 
mental subjects also need careful 
organization in order to contribute 
toward this end to as large an extent 
as possible, progressive type of work 
in the schools is an attempt to at- 
tack this problem intelligently. 


Our change in reports to parents 


is also influenced considerably by 
this factor. A system That encourages 
one pupil at the expense of diseour-

comparative grading, can hardly bo 
justified.

The possessor of a questioning 


mind is often a nuisance to himself 
and others. It drives him relentless- 
ly on to meddle in many subjects. 
When it leads him to question the 
ready made and complaisant opin- 
ions of his neighbors, he is called, 
at best, an idealist, but if peace is 
the issue, "one of those pacifist pests" 
is sufficient to discredit him. To 
such and sundry a "pacifist" is a 
visionary, or, more likely, actually 
dangerous and unpatriotic. Sinister 
whisperings in press and club start, 
and the peace worker's usefulness is 
at an end. 


Generally speaking, such a worker, 


however impractical, is altruistic, 
while the whisperer may have, by 
his opposition, selfish interests to 
serve. Of course one could go on at 
length as to what is altruism and 
what selfishness, what is reality and 
what is fancy, what is truth and what 
falsehood. These abstractions are all 
o hopelessly mixed up, that fixing 
he blame for past wars is rarely 
uccessful. 


DESPAIR FOR GERMANS 


After the great war, to the Ger- 


man people came a period of utter 
ncredulily. "It was not possible for 
us to lose," they said; then despair, 
["heir later "redemption" has been 
achieved by blaming villains and 
raitors 
inside 
and by 
building 


against outsiders an unscalable wall 
of suspicion. What is truth to a 
" erman youth is lying propaganda 
:o us. To most of us here, the Ger- 
man brought his sufferings upon 
limself, and he will have to wiggle 
out as best he can. Certainly that 
view to the German youth is a vile 
falsehood. 


These articles make no attempt at 


being learned. They aim to be help- 
ful in the light of the writer's per- 
sonal experiences. Those whom sh< 
contacts are well intentioned people^ 
a few are cagey and wonder "what 
she thinks she can do about it any- 
way"; only a few are skeptical and 
uncooperative. Women hate war but 
Shey think it isn't possible to stop it, 
'just beyond human control, ines- 
capable." They have seen their high 
lopes shrink to nothing. 


Those who have children wonder, 


sometimes despairingly, whether it 
wouldn't have been better not to 
lave them if war is their only fu- 
ure. Many, usually gallant women 
n other causes, take the defeatist's 
attitude in this one. They would 
ike to do something, "but what in 
the name of reason can I do, if 
statesmen, diplomats, governments, 
eagues, pacts and treaties have fail- 
ed. What can I do?" 


HUMAN BEHAVIOR 


It seems to me, again, that if war 


is a human-made institution (and it 
certainly can't de divine-made) hu- 
mans should have sagacity enough to 
jet rid of it. Last week I was riding 
in an elevator in Washington with 
my badge on my coat when two 
senators remarked cannily to each 
other, "Well, I suppose these wo- 
men have the wars all 'cured' by 
now, but they can't change human 
nature. There have always been 
wars and there always will be." That 
took some of the brightness out of 
that day for me. For no peace work- 
er I ever heard has said human na- 
ture could be changed. All they 
contend is that you can change hu- 
man behavior. Is there, then, no 
chance for us in this generation, or 
must we be put thru these diabolical 
experiences again and again? 


In the first article I suggested mak- 


ing a start in getting some facts 
about this alarming question. I also 
suggested that if powerful interests 
desire a war-frenzy among us they 
could, within hours, bring to beal 
upon the public mind emotional 
pressures far greater than the advo- 
cates of peace can muster. There

than that even into the psychology 
of the thing, leaving the financial 
and political aspects out for a mo- 
ment. Overstreet has such an ad- 
mirable picture of our mental pro- 
cesses that I can not refrain from 
using him for a moment. He says, 
in effect, patriotism in its usual form 
is one of the most mischievous of 
our social immaturities. The love 
of a person for that geographical unit 
called his country is not in-born. 
~"or many centuries most people had 
no country as such to be patriotic 
ibout. When a modern nation goes 
o war it does so to advance some 
lacred national policy. Our readi- 
ness to increase our army and navy 
may simply mean readiness and to 
defend trade routes or the develop- 
ment of more foreign commerce. 


Admiral Hughes testified in the 


senate committee "that the United 
States must have a navy large 
enough to defeat England in Eng- 
ish waters," and Admiral Bristol, 
jefore the same committee, " a navy 
arge enough to defeat Japan in Ja- 
panese waters." The whole situation 
s a kind of madhouse. We trans- 
ate these passionate loyalties of ours 
nto real values, our belongings are 
dear to us. The immediacy of feel- 
ing toward the things which are 
ours gives these things superior 
values because they are ours—values 
which are worth defending—even 
;oing to war fon. 


REAL VALUES 


To come back again to finding rea 


values. Can we find them? What i 
it all for, anyway? An Iowa studen 
lately said that he would defend hi 
country, yes, but he wasn't "inter 
ested in being shot up to make th 
world safe for the Standard Oil o 
the United Fruit company." Here- 
say?—No, reality! 


How much, then, of our country': 


national defense policy is framed to 
resist invasion? 'Is it disloyal for 
Americans to analyze it to see whal 
its implications are? Certainly the 
youth who have no chance in voting 
this horrid practice and yet who do 
all the filling of the cemeteries and 
lospitals have a right to inquire. A 
world at peace has more to offer 
hese youth than a world at war. 
Do you wonder they are studying 
this war business, what it was about, 
what started it, who fought it, what 
was gained by it and what the next 
war would be like? You who have 
young people at this age might be 
surprised at the critical attitudes 
they have toward these issues. They 
aren't lagging in the rear. To one of 
:hese groups I spoke the other day 
about these war attitudes, and their 
answer came back, "you're telling 
us!" 


"Oh, these dangerous pacifists! Be- 


ware of their gesturings, too! They 
are open to criticism," said a wo- 
man to me the other day. 


Yet there is another side to this 


war p vchology which offers escape 
to the youth. Of that I shall speak 
next week.

Bonds in the sum of $10,000,000 were voted by the 
city of Pasadena in June, 1929. The Edison tunnel, shafts and pipe-lines 
which brought water to the mouth of the canyon were purchased in 1930. 


Bids for construction of the dam were advertised in January, 1932, and 
contract was let to Bent Brothers in April, 1932. The dam cost $7,515,000, 
besides which is the cost of eighteen miles of conduit from the dam to 
the Pasadena reservoir. First dirt was turned at the dam April, 1932.
